U. S. Seizes 


German Cargo 
Plane Patents 


600 Axis-Held Processes 
Included in Group 
Taken. 


WASHINGTON, June 2.—(?)— 
Valuable patents covering cargo- 
hauling airplanes, held by the 
Junkers Company of Germany, 
were seized today in a group of 
600 German and _ Italian-owned 
patents, many of which were said | 
to be of “immediate importance to 
the war effort.” 


| The seizures were announced by 
Leo T. Crowley, alien property | 


custodian, who said the processes | 
and equipment cov ered, by the 
patents would be made “available | 
to American industry. 

Early attention was paid to the 
cargo plane patents at the insti- 
gation of the Army. The govern- 
ment now is investigating the feas- 
ibility of large, long-range freight- 
hauling planes to transport wea- 
pons and materials to war zones. 

Besides more than 100 Junkers 
patents covering aircraft designs 
and instruments, the seizures in- 
cluded patents held by Arado, an- 
other German producer of military 
craft; patents owned by Robert 
Bosch, of Germany, covering elec- 
trical ‘equipment in the ignition 
field, and German-held patents 
relating to the election microscope, 
of high scientific importance. 

Other patents covered radio, 
television and aircraft instruments. 

About 3,660 patents already 
have been taken over by Crowley. 
Earlier acquisitions ‘included syn- 
thetic rubber and magnesium 
processes.

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Bombs and Essen 

In the ninth century a Benedictine Abbey 
was founded in the German Rupr. The Abbess 
of Essen, was placed in charge. 

A town grew up about the abbey. In the 
tenth century the town was granted municipal 
privileges under the benevolent rule of the 
Abbess of Hagonia who called the town Essen. 

In 1803 the town was annexed to Prussia. 

In 1811 an iron works was started with two 


employes. 
At the time of the first World War that 


small iron works had become the gigantic 
Krupp works. It had invented, or rather had 
first produced, the rifled cannon. It had, at 
one time or another, supplied cannon and 
arms to most of the armies of the world. 

Allied planes, small and carrying bombs 
weighing pounds, where bombs today weigh 
tons, made occasional, sporadic raids to Essen. 
Never once did the plumes of smoke cease 
pouring from the factories. 

The Krupps, when Hitler came, supported 
him. The Krupps are representatives of Prus- 
sian pressures such as helped, with Allied stu- 
pidity, to wreck the Weimar republic. The 
Krupps, plus the great Skoda works of Austria 
and the captured arms and munitions plants of 
France, are the backbone of German strength 
today. : 

It was a town of 900,000 persons until the 
English bombs fell there a day ago. Frau Bertha 
Krupp had built lovely gardens and doll-like 
homes for the workers in the plant and for 
those who were pensioned. There always was a 
careful proviso in those pensions about the 
politics of the pensioned. 

The coal mines extended under the streets 
and the houses of Essen. If, at any time, one’s 
house sank a bit at one corner, and the walls 
cracked or the water pipes broke, all one had 
to do was call the Krupps, and they would fix 
everything free. 

The town was a pleasant one, although the 
mines and the factories did mark it by their 
smoke. But the mines were screened with wheat 
fields, the workers were housed well, there 
was no squalor. .There were many flowers. It 
was a bright’ busy town and one of the indus- 
trial nerve centers of Germany. It was in 
marked contrast, for instance, to the black and 
grime and squalor of a Welsh and English min- 
ing towns which were like black scabs on the 
earth. 

That was something of the town to which 
went the English and American planes and 
pilots to drop thousands of tons of bombs from 
more than a thousand planes. 

There was a mist, they say, and it was not 
easy to make observations. 

But one of those bombs would break in 
streets, causing them to fall into the mines. A 
few of those bombs would cause the plume of 
smoke cease above the Krupp works. One of 
those bombs would destroy a square block of the 
doll-like houses and flowers, so dear to Frau 
Krupp’s heart. 

And one of those bombs would do damage 


to the works, if they struck them. Several would — 


do great damage. 

More than that, if carried the meaning of 
war to the German people. Now, when the 
people of Cologne and Essen think how they 
gloated over the bombing of Coventry and of 
London and of dozens of other English cities, 
they will know a little better what it means. 

When they see their own babies and chil-' 


dren, husbands and loved ones, with shredded. 


arms, with their clothes blow off and their 
bowels exposed by the force of concussion; 
when they see hands and feet and arms and 
legs blown off and hear the noises and shrieks 
of war and smell the bodies of their own people 
burning in the broken buildings, they may think 
some more about the glory and the grandeur 
of war. 

Their Feuhrer has told them it is sweet to 
die for him and the Fatherland. 

Well, they know a little better about it now. 

The war has come to Cologne and to Essen.

The commission avers 
that time will tell and deterioration will in- 
evitably set ih. 


Which brings up the question: What is time? 
“As long as time” is not easily defined. The 
world may end abruptly on April 1, 1999, or 
tomorrow morning. 

It is undoubtedly true that tombstones and 
monuments reveal the wear and tear of time 
and the elements. But delvers into historical 
lore know many gravestones dating from cen- 
turies back whose inscriptions still are legible. 


Technically, perhaps, the commission’s com- 
plaint is justified. “Forever enduring” covers 
astronomical eras. But a layman would think 
a tombstone which may be counted on to last 
a century or so would give satisfactory value 
to a purchaser. Long before it had decayed 
there’d be a hundred-year-old stone over the 
purchaser’s remains—and he would be in no 
position to register a complaint.

What of art in war time? Under the ham- 
mer blows of Mars it might be expected that 
such things as painting and sculpture would be 
crushed into deep obscurity, that the material, 
strictly realistic things would take precedence 
over all else.

“NOT FOR LOVE ALONE” Back home again, T still have on 
my mind some of the things said 
at Harvard's ‘Institute of War Problems by Dr. Samuel H. Cross, 
professor of Slavic languages. 

He has been in Russia every year for more than 30 vears. He 
knew it under the. Tzars and under the 

Uv. 8. S&S. R. : : 
As a specialist he has been trying for 29 
years to get people to see what little there was 
_to be seen about the Soviet government, and 
having little success. He is as realistic as the 
Russians. For example, he began by saying: 
“Now get this straight. The Soviets are not 
in the war because they particularly love us. 
After all, they were attacked. Their pact of 
August, 1939, with Germany was a time-gainer 
and a good gamble, But, in the light of Hitler's 
pre-war statements about Russia’s raw material 
resources and foodstuff production, the Soviets 
could never be certain of freedom from attack 
and had no illusions about benevolent German 
intentions. On the other hand, they avoided 
provoking Berlin, even in the smallest details, 
as one minor example will show. Two years 
ago, as it happens, we had several Army 
officers detailed to Harvard for special training in Russian. They 
have been just relieved now. In the early summer of 1941 the most 
advanced of these officers, in the early spring of 1941 I shou}d say, 
the most advanced of these officers was designated to go to Moscow 
as assistant military attache. The American authorities applied for 
his Russian visa early in May, 1941, and it is very significant that 
the Soviets did not grant that visa until a week after the invasion 
began. In other words, the Russians were avoiding quite deliber- 
ately even the slightest gesture which would imply closer contact 
with the democratic powers with whom their interests are now so 


closely identified. 
SOFT-SOAPING “But in any case we will never get anywhere 
by soft-soaping the Soviets. Their leaders 
make their decisions on the facts in the light of the coldest motives 
of national interest, and the Soviets are going to judge us, hot by 
words, but by the material help we render. They may even distrust 
the United States instinctively as a capitalist country which was 
once involved in interventionist operations back in the early days 
of the Soviet State. But they still have a perfectly tremendous 
respect for our living standards and our industrial efficiency and 
our technical skill. Their innovations in transportation and their 
great industrial plants have been largely copied or adapted from 
American practice. Many of the airplanes with which Soviet 
aviators were knocking Nazi fliers qut of the air before they began 
to receive British material were copied from American models, par- 
ticularly the Curtis. 

“Now the political and social system under which any nation 
lives, provided that system supplies its citizens with a living and 
with generous individual opportunity, doesn’t necessarily need to 
be a source of trouble to the outside world unless it feels itself en- 
dangered and adopts aitgressive tactics to ward off the impending 
danger, real or supposed. By square dealing, by generous aid in the 
present crisis, by creating sufficient military and naval forces to win 
the war and then by so maintaining them as to impose and per- 
petuate any peace settlement we are inclined to back, we shall. I 
think, as long as we keep our own economic house in order, remove 
any conceivable risk that the Soviet may not think it worth while 
to play our game.” 3 

That was, to say the least, soundly, correctly and realistically put. 


IF RUSSIA GETS OIL He was cheering a bit, in saying that 

if Russia gets the oil she will have a - 
tremendous transportation problem, requiring more tank cars than 
Germany has. 

He believes that Germany has but one purpose, and that the 
drive for the Caucacus oil is secondary. 

The first is to defeat and destroy the Russian armies. 

The second is to reach the oil and to occupy the entire Ukraine, 
controlling the Volga. 

“If,” he said, “they succeed, the war may drag on to an ine 
definite length.” 

All the lectures one has heard begin to add up. Hitler, if 
he crushes the Russian armies and gets the oil fields, will have 
ended Russian resistance. He can then withdraw five million men 
from the armies and put them to work building tank cars, rail lines 
and also building up stocks of materials and goods for his army's 
next offensive effort. 

Plain, too, is the fact we must, if we can, keep Russia in the war. 
We may only hope that enough materials reached her during the 
winter to enable her to hold on. That is why our ships are fighting 
on the Murmansk. route—-which is about to be lost. And must 
not be. 

The whole Russian phase of the war has supplied something 
that wasn’t there before—the element of attrition which was absent 
in all earlier phases. The Russians have stopped the German armies 
once. They are fighting them again. They have taken great toll 
in men, ammunition, tanks, planes and all the materials of war. 
By Hitler’s own admission, no such strain had before been put on 
the German nation. 

Hitler has just as many tanks less to throw at England, to invade 
Turkey or to send to Rommel, as he lost in Russia. He has at least 
a million less soldiers, perhaps two million less. The Russian con- 
tribution has been beyond expectations and is heyond value. 

Professor Cross says, truthfully, that if Europe is Communized 
after the war it will be not because of Russia but because of the 
failure of the democracies to reorganize the enslaved countries so 
that the/eople get an even break. é' 

That“will be our job. : - 

And we must do it in spite of the fact there will be plenty of 
silly persons who will tell us that with thae end of the war we are 
freed of all further obligations in Europe and may go back into our 
shell like some timorous hermit crab.

Now our most vftal war effort is failing for want of men with 
new vision and minds unprejudiced by custom. 

We are taking time to build the world’s best destroyers and 
mosquito boats to combat submarines. And the admirals say grimly; 
“We've got to take our losses till we can get ready to fight.” 

But we haven't got to take a single loss.that could be prevented. 
And we cannot bear the losses we are suffering now. If they con- 
tinue at the present rate, we shall be beaten. They must be checked 
—not next year, or next winter, but now—-this month. We haven't 
time to build destroyers. We must use makeshifts-——little wooden 
boats, powered by automobile engines——-anything that can be built 
quickly, by the hundreds, to carry a deck gun and drop depth 
bombs. If the admirals can’t think in new terms, somebody else 
must be given the jeb. 

We can’t start an offensive anywhere for want of ships; yet we 
aren't using the ships we have. They are still in charge of com- 
mercial operators. who decide how they shall be used-—and use 
them to meet competition and preserve post-war business. 

New men, without bias or commitments, should have control of 
all United Nations freighters and use them where they are needed 
most, without concern for anything but winning the war. Used 
thus, available tonnage could almost double its usefulness. 

We are defeating ourselves by not doing our best, and people

Exercise as a normalizer—it 
tones the muscles and gives a firm 
contou?. A firm contour means a 
prettier curve from calf to ankle. 

What’s perfect in leg measure- 
ments differs wit structure. With 
fine bones, your legs may measure 
from 11 3-4 inches to 12 1-2 inches 
at the calf and from 7 1-2 to 8 
inches at the ankle. If you were 
more solidly built, your legs might 
be just as good but measure from 
12 1-2 to 14 inches at the calf and 
from 8 to 8 1-2 inches at the 
ankle. 

Walking wrll eventually come 
close to curing what might be 
wrong with your legs. But you 
can speed things up with the right 
kind of exercise. To develop nicer 
calf muscles, do this exercise: 

Walk about your room on your 
toes—shoes off, of course—and

“T was pretty burned up,” the oldster continued, “with 
Cobb's prediction of an early end to major league baseball, 
ignoring the fact that attendance is so far ahead of last 
year. I wondered what he was driving at. I couldn’t be- 
lieve he still retained the selfishness that marked his career 
as a player, great as he was. 

“I realized that, while probably the greatest player who 
ever wore spikes, Cobb was a flop as a manager. But I 
didn’t think it mattered to him any more, inasmuch as he 
wisely invested his earnings from baseball’ and today is 
bracketed with big money. 

“But the statement that brought his real attitude 
out into the open was made around here the other 
day. He was quoted as saying, ‘I rarely see baseball 
any more. I have lost interest in the game.’ 

“That, I figured, was the last straw. Same old Cobb. 
Only change is that he’s a lot older.”
